100 Dollars A Minute! 


To My Fertow RalLRoaDErs: 


PRIL being the month when taxes are uppermost in our 

minds, J thought you would be interested in the following 
facts concerning the tax bill which accrued against our Com- 
pany during the past year: 


Our total bill for Federal, State, County, City and Miscel- 
laneous taxes was $52,685,163, equal to 8.2¢ out of every 
dollar of revenue. 


Of this amount, $9,353,130 went for Federal Income taxes, 
$17,503,018 was paid to the Federal Government for Railroad 
Retirement and $1,400,248 covered Federal Unemployment 
taxes. 


State, County, City and Miscellaneous taxes consumed an- 
other $24,428,767. 


Reducing these figures to a more comprehensible level, we 
find that Southern Pacific's total tax accruals for the year 
averaged $144,343 a day for each of the 365 days. This 
was the equivalent of $6,014 an bour, day and night—or 
$100 a minute; every minute of the year! 


During the time it bas taken you.1o read this page— 
assuming you read at average speed—tax accruals agains 
your railroad bave amounted to about $200.

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Beenie: activity in the Far West- 
em and Southwestern regions 
served by Southern Pacific declined 
moderately in the first quarter of 1954, 
developed stability during the second 
and third quarters, and improved meas- 
urably in the last quarter of the year. 
Southern Pacific’s trafic volume followed 
a similar trend. 

Carloadings for the year were down 
4.6% from 1953, and carloads received 
from connecting lines were down 5.7%. 
Freight revenues, however, declined 
9.2%, as much of the drop in traffic was 
in certain manufactured products and 
some other commodities producing 
higher-than-average earnings per car. 
Passenger revenues decreased 12.2%. 

A reduction of 4.8% in operating ex- 
penses was accomplished, corresponding

generally to the decrease in freight vol- 
ume, although wage rates of the operat- 
ing employes and prices of some materi- 
als were higher. 

Net income of Southern Pacific Trans- 
portation System amounted to $44,354,- 
785. The Solely Controlled Affiliated 


Companies earned $4,348,026. The total 


net income of $48,702,811 was equiva- 
lent to §5.38 a share of Southern Pacific 
Company’s capital stock, and compares 
with earnings of $6.85 a share in 1953. 
Of these earnings a share, $1.5] in 1954 
and $1.16 in 1953 came from the in- 
creased amounts of income tax credits 
obtained by taking in tax returns the 
larger deductions allowed for acceler- 
ated amortization of certain new facili- 
ties certified as necessary to the national 
defense, instead of taking deductions for 
normal depreciation of such facilities. 

Dividend distribution in 1954, as in 
1953, amounted to $27,141,366, or $3 a 
share. The number of stockholders in- 
creased by 2,917, to 61,311. 

Capital expenditures of System lines 
and Solely Controlled Affiliates totaled 
$63,306,657. The principal expenditures 
were for 98 diese] locomotive units, 1,707 
freight cars, 26 streamlined passenger 
cars, a systein of Centralized ‘Traffic Con- 
trol on 95 miles of the Cascade Line be- 
tween Crescent Lake and Eugene, Ore- 
gon, and the conversion of Englewood 
Yard at Houston, Texas, to a modern 
gravity ewitching yard. This conversion 
job was half completed at the year’s end. 
The Company’s trucking subsidiaries ac- 
quired 360 units of trucking equipment 
during the year.

ss, using either rail or trucking 
ies, or both, to move freight in 
whatever manner best suits the needs of 
the shipper. Operations of our trucking 
subsidiaries are being expanded, within 
existing franchise restrictions, to include 
any profitable trucking service, and ef- 
forts are being made to have franchise 
restrictions removed. The necessary au- 
thority of regulatory commissions is be- 
ing sought for the purchase of the oper- 
ating rights and equipment of certain 
truck lines which can be integrated ad- 
vantageously with the operations of our 
trucking subsidiaries. The trailer-flatear 
services, provided jointly by our rail 
lines and trucking subsidiaries, were ex- 
tended in 1954, Toward the end of the 
year, about 155 loaded trailers were 
being moved on an average day. These 
services have proved successful in re- 
capturing traffic from competing high- 
way carriers and are being further ex- 
tended. 

The population of the eight states 
served by Southern Pacific has increased 
by 53% since 1940, and projections to 


1965 by the Bureau of the Census indi- 
cate a further substantial gain for this 
territory. As the population grows, con- 
tinued expansion and diversification of 
agriculture and industry are reasonably 
certain. With this favorable outlook, the 
Company is intensively engaged in long- 
range planning, and is constantly carry- 
ing on research to develop better and 
more efficient ways of conducting its 
business, In our efforts to keep our serv- 
ices responsive to public needs, our 
greatest asset is the fine teamwork of 
Southern Pacific people in all branches 
of our organization. 


A nod of appreciation to our Red-

SP to Search for 
Mineral Deposits 


OUTHERN PACIFIC COMPANY 

has organized an exploration pro- 
gram for metallic and non-metallic min- 
erals, other than oil and gas, covering 
about five million acres of our Com- 
pany’s land and reserved mineral rights 
in California, Nevada and Utah. 

The Land Department has been ex- 
panded by the addition of ten techni- 
cians who are now in the field on a 
training basis. They started actual sur- 
vey work in March. It is planned that 
the program of intensive work will re- 
quire at least eight years before the vast 
area in question is covered. 

Field work will be carried on through- 
out the year by transferring operations 
to fit the varied climatic conditions in 
desert and mountain areas, The work 
encompasses geological investigation, to 
be followed by such geophysical and 
other modern mineral prospecting pro- 
cedures that are indicated as being 
necessary to obtain a mineral inventory 
of ownership.

Nelson started with SP in 1908 as a

in. World War FE. After military service 
he advanced through a number of posi- 
tions in the General Freight Dept., SF, 
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to become freight traffic manager, Cen- 
tra] District, in 1942. He went to Port- 
Jand as freight trafic manager in 1943. 
In his new position, Nelson will be on 
temporary assignment in Chicago. 

Ordway joined SP in 1930 in Port- 
Jand, his native town, and after advanc- 
ing through a number ef positions in the 
General Freight Office there served as 
traveling freight agent, Eugene; genera] 
agent, Spokane; dist. freight agent, 
Eugene; asst. gen. freight agent, Port- 
land; and, since 1954, general freight 
agent. 

Anderson began as a clerk in General 
Freight Dept., SF, and hag held a num- 
ber of freight positions since that time, 
his last being chief clerk in the mineral 
products bureau, 


Retirement for Haynes, 
Valuation & Tax Engr. 


A PARK R. HAYNES, valuation and 
L tax engineer, headquarters SF, 
retired April 1 after more than 45 years 
of railroading. At the same time, ap- 
pointments of E. J. G. Allen to valua- 
tion engineer and J. E. Hebbron to tax 
engineer were announced, 

Haynes came to SP as a draftsman in 
Valuation Dept, in 1917 after prior serv- 
ice with other railroads. He subsequently 
held positions of asst. engineer, principal 
asst. engincer, asst. valuation engineer, 
valuation engineer and, since 19$1, val- 
uation and tax engineer. 

Allen started with NWP in 1913 as a 
redman, transferred to SP’s Valuation 
Dept. in 1917 as a computer. After a 
hitch in the Navy in World War I he re+ 
turned to SP as asst. engineer. In 1952 
he became asst, valuation engineer, the 
last position he held. 4 

Hebbron started with SP as a drafts:

To keep the trains running smoothly 
along the 787 rail miles of the San 
Joaquin Division (in which the most 
unusual and diversified topography of 
the entire system is located) railroad 
specialists are needed. It takes an engi- 
neer who understands mountains to pull 
a 70-car freight train over the winding, 
many-tunneled 2.2 grade of the Teha- 
chapis; men who are familiar with 
desert wiles and searing heat are re- 
quired to run our freights along the 143 
miles between Mojave and Owenyo and 
along the 71 narrow gauge miles from 
Keeler to Laws; and it takes men with 
a well-grounded knowledge of crops, 
soil and climate to discuss intelligently 
shipping problems with valley farmers. 
Specialists are needed—-and we have 
them, San Joaquin Division railroaders 
know their business. 


Typical Railroader 

Trainmaster George Morrill, for ex- 
ample, has spent his entire career—some 
39 years thus far—with the Division and 
he is familiar with every foot of SP rails 
in his territory. George, a tall man 
whose hands and face are brown and 
tough as leather, knows the mountains 
and the valley and the deserts of the 
Division like a mother knows her chil- 
dren, He has endured Tehachapi bliz- 
zards, Mojave sand storms that strike 
with sudden ferocity, blistering valley 
summer heat, floods and earthquakes. 
And his safety record is flawless: he has 
never had an accident. 

Stationed in Bakersfield, headquar- 
ters of the San Joaquin Division, Mor- 
rill is mostly concerned these days with 
the flow. of produce from lush San Joa- 
quin Valley. 

The ‘main line of the Division. runs 
from. :Fresno -southeast. 251 miles ‘to 
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Rich San Joaquin Valley Is Served 
By Corps of SP Railroad Specialists 


Saugus; a secondary main line runs 
from Fresno to Famoso, via Exeter, a 
distance of 104 miles. The Coalinga 
Branch runs 57 miles west from Goshen 
Junction where it leaves the main line 
for Coalinga. These rails serve some of 
the most productive land in the country, 
the lower portion of soilrich, oil-rich 
San Joaquin Valley—one of SP's largest 
revenue-producing areas. From this ter- 
ritory yearly we ship thousands of car- 
loads of vegetables, fruit, cotton, canned 
goods, oil, cement, livestock and wine. 


Precision Is Essential 

During the height of the various crop 
seasons—and there are many in the val- 
ley—it is imperative that perishable 
crops reach the nation’s markets in as 
short a time as possible. San Joaquin 
Division railroaders meet the challenge 
and keep the long, rumbling freights 
moving to make scheduled arrival time. 

The potato shipping season—probably 
the most spectacular “deal” of all—has 
begun and will run from this month 
through September, so George and 
other Division folks will be kept hop- 
ping. Last year an average of 1538 car- 
Joads of potatoes were shipped weekly 
during the season via our lines, daily 
volume at the peak having reached 295 
carloads in 1954 and 408 in 1953. 

Under the supervision of Superinten- 
dent W. E. Eastman, the almost 3,000 
people working on the San Joaquin 
Division, with an average monthly pay- 
roll of approximately: $1,160,000, are 
kept busy the year around, A_ brief 
glimpse at last year’s shipping figures 
will serve to illustrate the magnitude of 
the San Joaquin Valley operation. 

In 1954 a weekly average of 1007 car- 
loads of sugar ‘beets were shipped from 
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the area from July through November. 
{All remaining figures in this paragraph 
indicate an approximate weekly aver- 
age.) From July through March 829 car- 
loads of grapes and from June through 
November 65 carloads of corn were 
shipped. There are two scasons for 
oranges: from April through June we 
shipped 123 carloads of Valencias and 
from November through February 245 
carloads of Navels. Weekly year-around 
shipments included cotton (451 car- 
loads) ; oil (170 carloads); wine (125 
carloads) ; canned goods (72 carloads) ; 
cement (109 carloads); and livestock 
(106 carloads). 


Famous Loop 


To haul these products south and east 
to waiting markets it is necessary to 
cross the Tehachapi Mountains, Our 
freights leave Bakersfield at the south 
end of San Joaquin Valley and climb 
the 2.2 grade eastward over the in- 
genious rail route engineered by bril- 
liant William Hood in the late 1870's 
when he was chief assistant engineer of 
the SP. After crossing the Tehachapi 
Loop, which runs around a mountain 
peak and cuts across itself in a deep 
tunnel, the freights brake down gentler 
slopes 10 Mojave, roll straight southward.

across the desert and westward through 
the Santa Clara River canyon to Saugus, 
thence through the San Fernando Moun- 
tains to Los Angeles. 

There are two major reasons why the 
San Joaquin Division was able to meet 
97% of its schedules last year (includ- 
ing a consecutive period of five months 
and 20 days of perfect schedules). One 
is the radio which is in the office of 
Asst. Supt. B. W. Bishop. He has con-

stant contact with the train dispatchers, 
yardmasters and the engineers as far off 
as the Tehachapi grade, 50 miles away 
from Bakersfield. The second reason is 
the ever-growing dieselization program 
SP is engaged in. The diesels are able 
to make better time over the Tehachapis 
than the steam engines. Among its die- 
sels the Division now has two 4-unit 
diesels capable of carrying 5,000 tons 
over the “mountain.” 


Fifty miles northeast of Mojave at 
Searles our Owenyo branch connects 
with the Trona Railway Company and 
from them we pick up and haul a 


weekly average of 309 carloads of pot- 
ash, soda ash and salt cake. 

The narrow gauge line from Keeler 
to Laws is powered by a specially buik 
diesel, “The Little Giant,” (November, 
1954, Bulletin) and handles shipments 
of tale, soapstone, dolomite, pumice, 
ground slate, lead ore and prophylite. 

Interestingly enough, the Keeler 
branch runs between areas having the 
highest and lowest points in the US— 
Mt. Whitney to the west, which rises 
to a height of 14,496 feet, and Death 
Valley, to the east, the terrain of which 
descends to 276 feet below sea level. 


Tourist Attractions 

Each year many tourists visit Red 
Rock Canyon, about 65 miles east of 
Mojave, to see the yivid colored rock 
formations. Another lovely sight at this 
time 6f year is the many-hued patches 
of wild flowers that cover the foothills 
surrounding Bakersfield. The acres and 
acres of blossoming Blue Lupins and 
Golden Poppies bring people from all 
over California to view the breath-taking 
sight, and color photographs of the wild 
flowers are repeatedly featured in .na- 
tional magazines.

New Department Created 
Te Ceordinate Research 


CREASED research activities of west of El Paso, and also for certain 


long been important activities of South. 
ern Pacific, and are closely coordinated 
with similar work carried on by the As- 
sociation of American Railroads. With 
the introduction of diesel locomotives, 
and acceleration of many other changes 
in the industry, formation of a separate 
department has become advisable so that 
the work can be specialized. The new 
department, however, will continue to 
draw on experience of men in all parts 
of the railroad, and its work will have to 
meet the tests of actual operations. 


The functions and duties of the Sacra- 
mento laboratory cover a wide field, from 
routine inspection of purchased and 
company-manufactured or processed ma- 
terial, to applied research aud develop- 
ment on projects necessary to the safe 
and efficient operations of the shops, 
locomotives and cars. The laboratory 
contributes to. improvement and safety 
of railroad operation by conducting in- 
vestigations into cause of defective tools 
and parts, and advises as to preventive 


changes in materials, designs, processes 
and practices. 

Laboratory services started in the 
1890's and the original Sacramento labo- 
ratory was built for a staff of six tech- 
nicians in 1915. Later an addition was 
built to house the testing of petroleum 
products, and a second building was 
erected for mechanical testing. In 1947 a 
32x120 feot building was added for re- 
search into combustion in oil burning 
steam locomotives, and this has recently 
heen remodeled to house gamma ray and 
ultrasonic testing equipment. 

One function of the department is to 
test car wheels manufactured in Sacra- 
mento shops to be sure they meet AAR 
specifications. Last year 52,169 chilled 
east iron car wheels turned out by the 
wheel foundry passed this rigid inspec- 
tion. Also laboratory-controlled during 
the year were 193,000 freight car jour- 
nal bearings turned out by the railroad’s 
Sacramento brass foundry. Chemical 
analysis checks were made on many

nated under a recently-created depart- 
ment known as the Department of Re- 
search and Mechanical Standards. It is 
headed directly by P. V. Garin, formerly 
engineer of tests, and is part of the 
Motive Power Department, under B. M. 
Brown, general superintendent motive 
power, 

Headquartered in San Francisco, the 
new department has field laboratories at 
Sacramento, Roseville, Ogden, Los An- 
geles and El Paso. Results of its studies 
are also made available to our lines in 
Texas and Louisiana. 

The ‘Sacramento laboratory -staff 
sists of twenty-two persons, Faci 
ties there have been modernized so the 
Jaboratory can ‘serve more efficiently ‘as 
the ‘center for chemical .and physical 
analyses and material inspections and 
testings forall Southern Pacific lines 
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Company. The laboratories at other 
points are mostly concerned with testing 
of diesel locomotive parts, fuels and 
lubrication, keeping the costly diesels 
moving with greater dependability. 

Also under jurisdiction of the new de- 
partment are a number of research proj- 
ects, some of which are being handled 
with help of Stanford Research Institute 
of which Southern Pacifte is an associ- 
ate member. Currently under way are 
projects to develop a cushioning coupler 
for freight cars, more effective sanding 
devices for locomotives, better consump- 
tion of heavier fuel oil, improved fire 
protection for cotton shipments, and 
stronger shipping containers: A trans: 
parent box car. has ‘been built for visual 
study .of various methods of tying down 
loads for safe movement. 


Laboratory work. and -research -have 
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thousands of pounds of other brass prod- 
ucts, and on approximately 650,000 
pounds of anti-friction alloys. 

The Sacramento oil laboratory serves 
as control station for districts not served 
by other established diese] control labo- 
ratories of the railroad. Diesel crank case 
oil and radiator cooling water are sent 
here for checking. Analysis of oil and 
water can disclose how an engine is 
functioning and wearing, and can indi- 
cate when overhauls should be made in 
order to avoid a breakdown in service. 
Considerable research is done on 
greases. 

A process for reclaiming journal box 
oil was worked out at the laboratory, 
and reclamation of various other oils is 
carefully controlled by laboratory tests. 
The tests of so-called economy type fuels 
have been carried on in close coopera- 
tion between the Research Department 
personnel and the other departments of 
the railroad. 

Among the testing devices at the labo- 
ratory is a weather-ometer, which can 
test the wearing ability of paints by sub- 
jecting them to years of weathering in a 
comparatively short time. 

The spectograph combines the sci- 
ences of electricity and photography to 
analyze materials and determine the per- 
centages of various elements present. It 
is so sensitive that it can detect the pres- 
ence of impurities in quantities so mi- 
nute as to be almost impossible to de- 
tect in any other way. 

Many of the functions of this labora- 
tory are also performed ‘in other field 
Jaboratories, which in each case are 


housed adjoining the shops where diesel 
Jocomotives are serviced. This allows the 
tests to be promptly made on arrival of 
locomotives at terminal. They are serv- 
ing to check on diesel engine condition 
so service and overhauls can be done 
more effectively and road failures pre- 
vented. 

Now, thanks to careful testing, the 
condition of the engine can be accu- 
rately charted in advance to obtain maxi- 
mum use, and the maintenance of roll- 
ing stock has become a science. 


Famous Gold Spike 
Goes to Stanford 


pHe most famous railroad spike in 
the world—the golden spike which 
was driven by Governor Leland Stan- 
ford at Promontory, Utah, May 10, 
1869, marking the completion of the 
first railroad line te span the American 
continent—has moved to a new home, 
the Stanford Muscum of the Leland 
Stanford University in Palo Alto, Cal. 

For more than a quarter of a century 
the historic spike has been kept for 
Stanford University in a special vault 
in the History Ream of Wells Fargo 
Bank in San Francisco. 

The spike’s special display safe, or 
vault, with a reinforced glass window 
and an illuminated interior, has been 
presented by the bank to the Stanford 
Museum, to be placed on display beside 
Central Pacific’s pioneer locomotive, 
Governor Stanford. 

The spike contains about $350 worth 
of gold.

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Important Anniversary 
In SP History Coming 


HE 100th anniversary of Southern 

Pacific’s lines in the West will be 
observed this year with colorful pag- 
eantry at Sacramento. 

First unit of the West's pioneer rail- 
yoad was the 23-mile Sacramento Val- 
Jey Railroad in California that extended 
from Sacramento to Folsom, now a por- 
tion of SP’s branch line to Placerville. 

Work on grading a roadbed for this 
railroad, some of it leveled through 
earth rich in placer gold along foot- 
hills ef the historic Mother Lode region, 
was started February 12, 1855. The line 
had its Sacramento terminal on the river 
levee near Third and R streets. 

Tt was not until August 9 that year, 
however, that construction really got 
underway with laying of the first rail. 
A few days later Sacramento’s civic dig- 
nitaries climbed onto flat cars for a 
short ride on the first railroad operated 
west of the Rockies. The line was com- 
pleted February 22, 1856, to the new 
town of Folsom. 

Major events in Southern Pacific’s 
centennial observance will be staged at 
Sacramento August 9 with a day-long 
program participated in by the Sacra- 
mento Chamber of Commerce. Some of 
California’s historical organizations also 
are planning commemorations. 


The Nation was there on April 3 
and April 17, when the Last Spike was 
driven to complete the first transconti- 
nental railroad! If this statement seems 
startling, what we're referring to-is the 
CBS television program “You Are 
There” which, on the aforementioned 
dates re-created the famous ceremony 
which took place at Promontory, Utah, 
May 10, 1869 when SP’s parent Central 
Pacific joined rails with Union Pacific.

Twcsom Goes All Gut Im Celebrating 
75th Anniversary of SP’s Arrival 


ROM the looks of things around 
Tucson station on Sunday, March 20, 
you'd have thought the first train ever 
to arrive in the city was coming in. 


Thousands of men, women and chil- 
dren swarmed around the platform, 
Lively band music was punctuated by 
shots from guns brandished by bearded 
vigilantes. Whooping Indians in full 
regalia added brilliance to the colorful 
scene. 

Except for the fact there were many 
more people, the hoopla was pretty 
much the same as it was on that same 
spot and same date 75 years before, when 
ithe first train actually did chug into 
Tucson from out of the West. 

Jt was 2 re-enactment of that historic 
event which brought out ten thousand 
citizens, ‘headed by Mayor Fred Emery 
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and other civic leaders. The observance 
reached its height when a diamond- 
stacked locomotive proudly pulled an 
old coach painted a bright-yellow and a 
flatcar into the station as the crowd let 
out a roaring cheer. Coming of the train 
was heralded by the arrival of an old- 
time handcar, whose crew sported 
derbies and handle-bar mustaches. 


As the train came to a stop, a bevy of 
can-can girls fluttered out of the coach 
onto the flatcar and went into their 
dance to the delight of a shouting, cheer- 
ing audience of “wild westerners.” 

Superintendent G. A. Bays welcomed 
the “first train” and then turned the 
microphone over to C. L. Ashcraft, man- 
ager of the Tucson Sunshine Climate 
Club, whe was master of ceremonies. 


After Ashcraft introduced a number 
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Diamond-stacked locomotive shared honors with 
Pretty girls In photographs taken to publicize 
Tucson's 75th Anniversary of first train arrival.

of retired SP railroaders and Tucson 
old-timers jie read a number of con- 
gtatulatory messages. Among the send- 
ers were Archbishop Cicognani, apos- 
tolic delegate, on behalf of Pepe Pius 
XI; Governor E. W. McFarland of 
Arizona; and Governor Goodwin J. 
Knight of California, 

Vice President J. W. Corbett spoke 
briefly, recalling the growth and deve}- 
opment of Arizona with the coming of 
the railroad. He made two presentations: 
a golden spike to Stephen Ochoa, whose 
grandfather gave Charles Crocker a sil- 
ver spike when the first train arrived 75 
years ago; and a gift deed to Mayor 
Emery of Locomotive 1673, the engine 
which took -part in the re-enactment. 

In return, Mayor Emery gave Cor- 
bett a framed proclamation announcing 
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March 20 as “Southern Pacific Day,” 
and a copper certificate of “honorary 
citizenship” in Tucson. Asheraft pre- 
sented Bays and L. H. Trimble, gen, 
freight and passenger agent, silver tic 
clasps as mementos of the friendship 
between Southern Pacific people and the 
city of Tucson, 

The re-enactment was followed by 
free train rides for kiddies, their parents 
and railfans on a train made up of five 
of our latest type “Daylight” coaches 
and pulled by engine 1673. More than 
2500 persons took the rides. 


Equipment Display 


Another popular feature on the pro- 
gram was an exhibition of various types 
of SP equipment, including a giant 
diesel locomotive, streamlined Pullman 
and coach, trailer-flatear unit, the trans- 
parent “Tela-view” car used in coupling 
speed tests, latest type mechanical re- 
frigerator car and a caboose, Thousands 
of persons enjoyed the exhibit. 


Showings throughout the day of the 
motion pictures, “This Is My Railroad,” 
“Snow on the Run” and “fchachapi 
Earthquake” in a railroad coach near 
the station, and the operation of an 
elaborate model train exhibit were 
other crowd-pleasers, 


Final event on the day’s program was 
the running of the “Southern Pacific 
Handicap” at the County Fair races. As 
a fitting conclusion. to the successful 
celebration, the winning horse which 
broke the track record, was named “Iron 
Tires!” A beautiful blanket, inscribed 
with the SP medallion was presented to 
the winner by Supt. Bays and K. C. 
Ingram, assistant to the president, SF, 

Observance of the epochal anniver- 
sary was preceded by an almost week- 
Jong round of events, during which time 
window displays in 20 large stores ‘in 
the business district. proclaimed the 
event. Among those who appeared ‘as 
guest .speakers. before various -civic 
groups were C..E. Peterson, vice pres.,
